JOHN 0, BALLARD 
PLUNGES 10 DEATH 
Al ARCADE BLUG. 


Grain Man, Twice Presi- 
dent of Merchants’ Ex- 
change, Drops From 9th 
Floor Fire Escape. 


John O. Ballard, head of the 
Ballard-Messmore Grain Co., was 
killed about 10:30 o’clock this 
morning when he fell or jumped 
from an exterior fire escape at 
the ninth floor. of the Arcade 
Building, Eighth and Olive streets. 

His body landed in a concrete 
passageway at the west, between 
the Arcade and Paul Brown build- 
ings, close to Olive street. 

Ballard, 68 years old, was the 
only person to have served two 
of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange. His terms were 
in the war years, 1917 and 1918. 
His father, who founded the grain 
firm in 1892, had been president 
in 1903, 

He had been in il] health recent- 
ly, with an ailment which affected 
this vocal cords, making it diffi- 
cult for him to speak, and in re- 
cent weeks associates had noticed 
that he was subject to a nervous 
strain. Almost daily he visited the 
offices of a physician in the Mis- 
souri Theater Building. 

None knew what took him today 
to the -.rcade Building. An eleva- 
tor operator, employes of a. drug 
store, and,a dentist had observed 
him strolling about the ninth-floor 
corridors of the Arcade Building 
shortly before he jumped or fell. 
His cane was found 6n a platform 
of the fire escape, and there were 
marks in the dust there to indi- 
cate that it was from this platform 
that he had jumped or fallen. No 
one saw him on the platform. 

The thud of his body when it 
struck the passageway was heard 
in the Arcade Building mezzanine 
ticket office of the Cardinals and 
Browns, and from there police and 
an ambulance were summoned. 
Ballard was pronounced dead at 
City Hospital ard the bedy taken 
to the Morgue. 

There the body was identified by 
his partner, H. L. Boudreau.

President Says Harry R.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—To a 
hushed press conference, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt yesterday read what 
he described as “a rather nice let- 


ter” from a Missourian, who gave 
the reasons why he’d “rather be 
an American than anything else 
on earth.” 

The President read the letter in 
a subdued tone, emphasizing just 
the proper words. The White 
House declined to give the name 
of the writer or the city from which 
the letter came. The President 
merely prefaced his remarks by 
saying that occasionally his mail 
brought items of human interest 
and the letter was a sample. 

(Its writer was identified by the 
Post-Dispatch today as Harry R. 
Pelikan, 5514A Virginia avenue, 
production manager of Service 
Electrotype Co., 2122 Pine street.) 

The text of the letter follows: 

“Dear President Roosevelt: 

“Il am a@ married man, 28 years 
old; a boy 3, a girl 1. 

“Here’s how I feel about being 
an American. 

“My ancestors were Czecho- 
Slovakians, my wife’s English; but 
we're Americans. 

“I look at my refrigerator, my 
oil heater, and my radio. 

“I’m glad I’m an erican, 

“My children get liver oil, 
nourishing food, and a doctor's 
watchful care. They'll be glad 
they’re Americans. 

“This morning, I went to church. 
Amongst my neighbers, unafraid 
and unmolested, I thanked God for 
giving us America, 

“I went home to my wife and 
kiddies. My little boy, Douglas, 
came running and said, ‘Hi pop,

SHUOT, KNOX SAYS 


Secretary Refers to Order 


to Protect the Atlantic 
Approaches to the U. S. 
Bases Against Any Hos- 
tile Activity. 


WASHINGTON, July 9 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Navy Knox said 
today that President Roosevelt had 
told the navy what to do if it be- 


came necessary to shoot in order| 


to protect Atlantic approaches to 
United States bases against hostile 
activity. 

Knox referred at his press con- 
ference to Roosevelt’s recent mes- 
sage disclosing occupation of Ice- 
land and deciaring he had ordered 
the navy to take all necessary steps 
to keep the sea lanes open to stra- 
tegic outposts. 

That, Knex said, specifically cov- 
ers the question which a reporter 
asked him: 

“If the navy has to shoot to do 
what the President says, will it 
shoot?” 

Knox repeatedly declined to 
place any interpretation of his own 
on the Iceland message except in 
response to‘one question; 

He declared the e* 
indicate that the President intend- 
ed the Atlantic patrol to go farther 
than its previous orders merely to 
report any hostile craft sighted.” 

Another indication of a new 
chaper in the United States’ part 
in the war, came from Wendell 
L. Willkie after a White House 
conference today. Willkie said he 
favored the establishment of 
American military bases in North- 
ern Ireland and Scotland. 

Emphasizing that he was ex- 
pressing his own views rather than 
those of President Roosevelt, the 
1940 Republican presidential nomi- 
nee told an informal press con- 
ference that American occupation 
of Iceland “is, in my judgment, 
but the first of similar steps that 
should be taken.” 

In response to questions, Willkie 
declared that it was vital] “to keep 
the sea lanes open.” He added 
that British shipping losses were 
running far ahead of new construc- 
tion. 

“We can do one of two things,” 
he continued, “We either can give 
Great Britain effective aid or we 
can render her only lip service. 

“It would be better not to try to 
give any aid at all than td follow 
the latter course.” 

The 1940 Republican presidential 
nominee said the President, who 
invited him to lunch, had described 
to him the international situation 
in all its aspects. 

“There was much discussion 
about the Iceland move,” Willkie 
said, adding that the Russian sit- 
uation came in for attention as 
well. 

Willkie, who has been a firm 
advocate of the President’s for- 
eign policies, last saw the chief 
executive several months ago on 
the former’s return from a flying 
trip to England.

Germans Say They Cap- 
tured Ostrov, on Rail 
Line to Leningrad, Two 
Estonian Towns and Sal- 
la, on Finnish Border. 


BERLIN, July 9 (AP).—New 
German pushes across three Soviet 
Russian frontiers—into Sovietized 
Estonia, Russia proper at Ostrov 
and into Russian territory won 
from Finland—were reported by 
the Germans today.

REGION; RUSSIANS. REPORT 
WIPING OUT TWO REGIMENTS 


Moscow Asserts Foe Was. 
Forced Back at Lepel 
and in Bessarabia, and 
Held on Other Fronts 
Except Baltic. 


MOSCOW, July 9 (AP).—The 
Red army reported today it had 
routed German troops and wiped 
out two motorized regiments in 
Northern White Russia and stalled 
Nazi drives at most points on the 
long battlefront. 

It acknowledged, however, that 
German parzer spearheads were 
striking at new points in an at- 
tempt to find soft spots. “Large 
enemy tank and motorized units” 
attempted to break through in 
new fighting at Sebezh, near the 
Latvian frontier, the communique 
said, adding: “Fighting is in prog- 
ress.” Sebezh is about midway 
between Polotsk and Ostrov on a 


north-south line. 

Centers of fighting, in which 
the Soviet troops were supported 
by Red air force bombing attacks, 
were listed as Polotsk, in the 
northern tip of White Russia; Le- 
pel, 40 miles south, and Novograd 
Volynski in the  sun-scorched 
Western Ukraine. 

In the Polotsk area, the Moscow 
communique said, fierce fighting 
continued around Borkovichi and. 
Pulma with Soviet counter-attacks 
inflicting heavy losses on the Ger- 
mans. 


Nazi Retreat at Lepel. 


“In the Lepel direction,” the 
communique added, “our troops 
routed the enemy, wiping out two 
motorized regiments and destroy- 
ing four heavy batteries and a 
great number of anti-tank weap- 
ons. ‘The enemy left hundreds 
killed on the field and retreated 
to the West.” 

Incessant fighting continued in 
the Western Ukraine, The Rus- 
sians said strong German tank 
units and motorized troops had 
been unable to break through the 
Red army defense near Novograd 
Volynski or in other sectors. 

The Red air fleet shot down 102 
German warplanes yesterday 
downed 62 more in fights in 
vicinity of Lepel, Borisov and Bo 
ruisk, along the central front, last 
night, the communique said.

The House received his re- 
port with the loudest cheers 
since the day he dramatically 
announced the sinking of the 


German battleship Bismarck. 
Churchill informed the House 


that Britain proposed to retain its 
forces at present in Iceland. ~ 

He declared that arrival “of pow- 
erful United States forces” will 
greatly reduce the danger to Ice- 
land and that “it seems very likely” 
British and American units “will 
co-operate effectively in resistance 
to any attempt by Hitler to gain 
a footing.” 

Churchill pointed out that 
American policy is not only to 
send Britain war supplies “but al- 
so to make sure we get them.” 


“Very Dangerous Waters.” 


Since supplies for American 
forces in Iceland, on duty over-. 
seas “for purposes of the United 
States,” will have “to traverse very 
dangerous waters,” he added, “it 
may, I dare say, be found mu- 
tually ... advantageous... that’ 
the two navies involved should as- 
sist each other as ... may be 
convenient in that part of the 
business.”

VICHY ANNOUNCES 
PLEA 10 BRITISH 
FOR ARMISTICE 10 

END SYRIAN WAR 


U. S. Consul General at 
Beirut Acting as Interme- 
diary — Action Follows 
French Admission of 
Fall of Damour. 


VICHY, July 9 (AP).—The Vichy 
Government announced tonight 
that it had asked Britain for an 
immediate armistice in the month- 
old war in Syria. 

The United States consulate at 
Beirut is acting as intermediary in 
negotiations which were started 
last night, a communique said. 

The announcement came after 
Vichy had admitted capture by 
Australian forces of Damour, nine 
miles south of Beirut, and said the 
fighting had drawn near to the 
Lehanese capital itself. 

The communique follows: 

“For more than a month troops 
of the Levant have engaged in a 
fierce struggle to affirm France’s 
will to assure the defense of ter- 
ritories entrusted in her protec- 
tion. 

“Despite all its efforts the Gov- 
ernment has found it impossible 
to send these troops in sufficient 
numbers the reinforcements it had 
prepared to enable them to con- 
tinue the struggle. 

“Thus, desirous of not prolong- 
ing a particularly grievous blood- 
shed in a combat daily more un- 
equal and of cutting short suffer- 
ings which war inflicts on the peo- 
ples. of Syria and Lebanon and 
considering the honor of their 
arms to be safe, the Government 
decided to authorize Gen. (Henri) 
Dentz to ask the immediate silenc- 
ing of arms. 

“A step was taken to this effect 
yesterday at Beirut through the in- 
termediary of the United States 
Consul General.” 

More than 1000 British troops 
and an unannounced number of 
French have been killed and 
wounded in the conflict, which de- 
veloped when the British accsed 
the French of planning to let the 

ermars use Syria as a base for 
an attack on Egypt and the Suez 

Canal. 


In Washington, Acting Secretary 
of State Sumner Welles said the 
American Consul-General at Beirut 
had acted as a transmitting agent 
in the negotiations but that the 
United States had taken no fur- 
ther part in the matter. 


Churchill Tells Commons of Re- 
quest From Dentz. 
LONDON, July 9 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill announced to- 
day that Gen. Henri Dentz, French 
High Commissioner for Syria, had 
asked “for discussion of terms lead- 
ing to an armistice” and he ex- 
pressed hope that such negotia- 
tions “may reach a speedy conclu- 

sion.” 

Churchill, addressing the House 
of Commons, said Britain would 
be glad to see an end to the month- 
old struggle in the Middle East 
against its former ally, but added 
that until a truce could be reached 
the fighting must go on. 

His statement follows: 

* “With regard to Syria it is true 
that we received a formal appli- 
cation from French High Commis- 
sioner Gen. Dentz for discussion 
of terms leading to an armistice. 

“I hardly need say ‘how very 
giad His Majesty’s Government 
will be to see an end brought to 
this very ‘distressing conflict in 
which 1000 to 1500 British, Aus- 
tralian and Indian soldiers who 
had volunteered in order to 
defend France have fallen killed 
or wounded under French bullets 
as a result of the lamentable con- 
fusion into which the affairs of so 
many good people in so many parts 
of the world have been thrown by 
the victories of Hitler’s army. 

“Therefore, we welcome these 
negotiations and trust they may 
reach a speedy conclusion. 

“Pending any formal arrange- 
ments being made, military opera- 
tions must, of course, continue 
without abstement.”

‘Four of Ten Women Picked Up After Drift- 
ing at Sea for 10 Days—Vessel 
Was Torpedoed. 


WASHINGTON, July 9 (AP).— 
The American Red Cross said to- 
day that a British vessel carrying 


10 Red Cross nurses to England 


had been torpedoed and that six 
of the nurses were missing. 

A Red Cross official said the 
vessel, identity of which was held 
secret, vas torpedoed about two 
weeks ago. Four of the nurses 
were rescued four days ago and 
are in good condition, he said. 

The ship sailed from gulf coast 
port June 5. 

The six missing nurses are: Miss

These nurses as well as the 17 
aboard the Maasdam were on 
their way to help staff the Amer- 
ican Red Cross-Harvard Hospi- 
tal “somewhere in Southern Eng- 
land.” 

The other two women unreport- 
ed are Mrs. Ruth B. Breckinridge 
of Winston Salem, N. C., and 
Washington, house mother for her 
Red Cross group, and Miss Max- 
ine C. Loomis a nurse, Spring- 
field, Mass. 

Chairman Norman H, Davis of 
the American Red Cross issued a 
statement saying “it is with deep- 
est sorrow that the Red Cross is 
compelled to announce that these 
women, enroute to Great Britain 
on a vitally important mission 
of mercy, have beer subjected to 
such barbaric treatment.” 

“All of the nurses and Mrs. 
Breckinridge, who was not a nurse 
but who was anxious to lend her 
aid in the work of the Red Cross- 
Harvard Hospital, volunteered for 
this overseas humanitarian serv- 
ice,” he continued. 

“It is tragic that women 
prompted to such unselfish and 
heroic action should be the latest 
victims of aggression on the high 
seas. All Americans can be truly 
proud of these women whose lives 
have been endangered in the line

“Here again, this is a course of 
action for which the United States 
takes full responsibility. 


“These consignments of Ameri- 
can supplies for American forces 
on duty overseas for purposes of 
the United States will, of course, 
have to traverse very dangerous 
waters and as we have a very 
large traffic constantly passing 
through these waters it may, I 
dare say, be found mutually in 
practice advantageous that the two 
navies involved should assist each 
other as far as may be convenient 
in that part of the business.

DEMAND IS MADE 
ON ITALY TO LET 
AMERICANS LEAVE 


Urgent U. S. Request Is 
Presented in Rome for 
Reciprocity on Departure 
of Citizens. 


ROME, July 9 (AP)—The United 
States Embassy notified the Ital- 
ian Government today that it ex- 
pected prompt lifting of Italy's bar 
on the departure of United States 
Citizens from this country. 

The embassy handed the Foreign 
Office an urgent request for reci- 
procity in this matter, asserting 
that Italians had been given per- 
mission to leave the United States 
and a number already had de- 
parted. 

The embassy informed the For- 
eign Office of the Washington 
Government's regulations concern- 
ing departure of Italians. 

The Italians insisted they were 
withholding exit visas from Amer- 
icans on a reciprocity basis and at- 
tributed delay in letting Americans 
go to their desire to be sure the 
American regulations were func- 
tioning satisfactorily. 

They also pointed out that there 
were many Italians to leave Amer- 
ica, but only a few Americans in 
Italy. 

Among those unable to leave 
Italy are Charles Wilson of Maine, 
former American Minister to Ru- 
mania; Marchesa Olive Perkins 
D’Amico, sister of American Em- 
bassy attache Reginald Perkins; 
Mrs. Lewis Iddings, 82, widow of 
the former American diplomatic 
agent to Cairo during the Egyp- 
tian Khediviate; and Angelo Com- 
pagn of Brooklyn, American med- 
ical student who was taken from 
a plane in Sardinia the day Italy 
prohibited American departures 
and who has since been stranded 
there. 

Several priests ang a number of 
newspapermen also are unable to 
leave Italy. 


BRITON HANGED AS NAZI SPY 


Contacted Espionage Organization 

Through German Consul in U. S. 

LONDON, July 9 (AP).—George 
J. Armstrong, 39 years old, a Brit- 
on, was executed by hanging today 
as a spy for Germany. 

An announcement said he had 
made contact with the German 
espionage organization through an 
intermediary of a German Consul 
in the United States. Armstrong 
was convicted of treason May 8. 
He was an engineer who served at 
sea in 1939 and 1940. 


MP, WHO WAS IN CRETE 
SAYS DEFENDERS LACKED 
GUNS, TANKS BROKE DOWN 


LONDON, July 9 (AP). 
N aviator veteran of the 
Battle of Crete charged in 
the House of Commons to- 
day that the defenders of the 
island had to. fight without ade- 
quate planes, guns or tanks. 

Making his maiden speech as 
a member, Lieut. Rupert Brab- 
ner, Consefvative, wore the uni- 
form of the fleet air arm. 

“We who were at Malemi 
were rarely in position to put 
more than two aircraft in the 
air for continuous patrol dur- 
ing daylight hours,” Brabner 
said. “Seventy to 80 per cent 
of our tanks broke down before 
they ever saw the enemy. 

“At Malemi there were no 
heavy anti-aircraft guns. There 
is a great shortage of multiple 
and half-inch machine guns. Is 
the Government satisfied with 
production of Browning guns 
and 20-millimeter cannon — for 
aircraft?” 

Brabner said British tanks

EDEN SAYS WODEROUSE 
AIDS NAZI PROPAGANDA 


Télls Commons’ Author Will 
Be Warned of Consequences 
of Broadcasts. 


LONDON, July 9 (AP).—For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden told 
the House of Commons today that 
“His Majesty’s Government has 
seen with regret that Mr. Wode- 
house (P. G. Wodehouse, the hu- 
morist) has lent his services to the 
German propaganda machine.” 

This was the first authoritative 
British statement on reports that 
Wodehouse would make weekly 
broadcasts from Berlin to the 
United States. Eden said every 
effort would be made “by broad- 
cast or neutral intervention” to 
warn the author of the conse- 
quences of such broadcasts. 

Wodehouse was captured by the 
Germans in their sweep through 
France last June and until a few 
days ago was held prisoner in 
eastern Germany. Then he was 
taken to Berlin and given “the 
freedom of the Reich” and facil- 
ities for broadcasting abroad, 

It was stated in Commons yes- 
terday that the Government had 
ordered recordings of any broad- 
casts made by British subjects that 
help “the enemy” and that the re- 
cordings might be used in eventual 
prosecutions. 
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R.A.F. BOMBS NAZI COASTAL 
GUNS, INLAND FRENCH BASES 


Power Station Attacked by Day Raiders 


After Deep Night Thrust Into Reich— 
Germans Strike at Midlands. © 


LONDON, July 9. (AP).—Britain’s 


daylight raiders struck across the 
English Channel today in another 
heavy assault on Northern France, 
after night bombers had kept up 
the Royal Air Force's offensive 
with blows at the industrial F-hine- 
land. 

Cliff watchers on the Kent coast 
heard a big formation, too high to 
be seen in the heat haze overhead, 
roar toward France. 

One observer said the planes 
seemed to scatter in three direc- 
tions, pounding not only coastal 
batteries on the Nazi-held side of 
the Channel but also targets deep- 
er inland. 

The Air Ministry said a power 
station near Bethune was attacked 
and listed British losses in the op- 
eration as eight planes, against 13 
Nazi craft destroyed. 

(The German radio reported 17 
British planes shot down today 
and said the -battle in the chan- 
nel region was continuing.) 

In air bombardments, last night, 
the Air Ministry said British fly- 
ers raided the “German cities of 
Hamm, Muenster and Bielefeld, 
while German bombers retaliated 
by striking at the English Mid- 
lands. 6 

One force of British planes flew 
deep into Germany to bomb syn- 
thetic oil plants near Leipzig and 
others attacked shipping off the 
north and west coast of France and 
the harbor at Haugesund, Norway, 
the Ministry said. 

R. A. F. bombs hit many parts 
of one oil plant at Leuna, in the 
Leipzig area, which poduces about 
400,000 tons of oil a year, the Air 
Ministry news service reported. 
Leuna, about 550 miles from Lon- 
don, is the most distant target of 
recent R. A. F. operations. 

A flight of American-built bomb- 
ers and fighters attacked a Luft- 
waffe base in Northern France, 
dropping bombs on runways at the 
rate of one a minute, the Ministry 
added. 

From these night operations, the 
British said, seven bombers were 
missing. 

The Germans, flying in larger 
numbers than in recent night 
forays, interspersed their incen- 
diary and explosive bombing with 
a barrage of leaflets proclaiming: 

“The battle of the Atlantic is 
being lost.” 

Some casualties were reported in 
the Midlands, East Anglia, Eng- 
land’s Southwest and Northeast 
Scotland, but the British said dam- 
age was not extensive. Five Nazi 
raiders were reported shot down.

artillery but made no attempt to 
harass the ships with dive bomb- 
ers. 

The convoy was shot at twice, 
first by German guns at Calais and 
later by batteries at Boulogne.

MISSOURI HOUSE 
ASSAILS ATTITUDE 


| OF CITY PAPERS 


Resolution Says Member- 
ship Is in ‘Disrepute to 
the Extent That Press Is 
Believed.’

JEFFERSON. CITY, July 9— 
Stung by newspaper criticism of 
the long, ineffective session of the 
1941 Legislature, which has broken 
all records for length ‘but none 
for legislative achievement, the 
House, by a vote of the Democrat- 
ic majority members, today placed 
in the official journal a protest 
against the attitude of the met- 
ropolitan newspapers of Missouri. 

Then the next official business 
was to adopt a resolution, large- 
ly by Democratic votes, authoriz- 
ing the removal of up to $750 from 
the depleted State Treasury to buy 
an additional copy of a group pic- 
ture of House members, at $5 a 
copy, for each member requesting 
one. The members already have 
received one copy of the picture 
at the same price, at State ex- 
pense. 

Representative Fred J. Gray 
(Dem.) of Barton County, offered 
the protest against the ‘metropoli- 
tan newspapers, in written form 
and moved that it be printed in 
the official House Journal. 

“We wish to voice a protest at 
the hostile, unfair and many times 
vicious attitude of the metropoli- 
tan press of Missouri, toward the 
Legislature in general and toward 
the majority (Democratic) party in 
particular,” the resolution read. 

The resolution took exception to 
press criticism of the abortive at- 
tempt of Democratic leaders to de- 
prive Gov. Forrest C. Donnell 
(Rep.) of his office through an “in- 
vestigation” which a Democratic 
Supreme Court held was illegal. 
The resolution declared the mem- 
bership of the House was “in dis- 
grace and disrepute to the extent 
that the metropolitan press is be- 
lieved.” 

Gray, urging his motion to print, 
said the press had not given the 
Legislature credit for good work 
and should have co-operated. 

Representative O. B. Whitaker 
(Rep.), Hickory County, poked fun 
at the resolution and suggested it 
be amended to include the Supreme 
Court which, he said, had uttered 
“the most scathing denunciation 
of this Legislature,” in its opinion 
of the gubernatorial election “in- 
vestigation.” Whitaker said the 
matter should not be printed in 
the journal. 

Representative A. T. Parrish 
(Dém.), Springfield, interrogating 
Whitaker, said the “metropolitan 
press had called the members of 
this Legislature thieves and rack- 
eteers.” 

“Well,” Whitaker replied in jok- 
ing manner, “perhaps it is true.” 

Publication of the protest in the 
journal, said Representative James 
A. Gray (Rep.), Atchison County, 
will “make us into a bunch -.of 
wild jackasses.” 

Speaker Osburn intervened with 
a different sort of protest, that 
the House had a4 lot of business 
and a calendar full of bills, with 
adjournment due Saturday. He 
suggested the House do some 
work, 

The motion to print the protest 
then was put to a vote and adopt- 
ed on a strict party division, with 
49 Democrats voting for it and 
38 Republicans against it. 

An hour having’ elapsed, the 
House turned to the calendar and 
took up a bill for passage.

mission on Financing Program 
Through Subsidiary. — 


The St. Louis Public Service Co. 
has ordered 340 new 40-passenger 
busses and 100 street cars of, the 
new streamlined type, costing a 
total of about $5,363,000, to meet 
increasing transportation needs in 
St. Louis and St. Louis County, 
largely due to the stimulus of the 
national defense program. 

The company applied yesterday 
to the State Public Service Com- 
mission at Jefferson City for au- 
thority to carry out a financing 
program, through which a newly- 
formed subsidiary, the Public 
Service Equipment Co., would ob- 
tain bank loans eventually totaling 
about $4,000,000. A hearing on the 
application has been set for Friday 
at 10 a. m. 

In its application the company 
said it was necessary to acquire 
the new cars and busses “in order 
adequately to transport to and 


from their places of employment 


the workers engaged in the very 
extensive national defense activi- 
ties” in this area as wéll as to 
serve the public generally. 
Although some of the company’s 
old equipment will be replaced by 
the new cars and busses, the re- 
placements will be much fewer 
than the number of new vehicles, 
it is said at the company’s office. 
Of the 340 new busses, 80 will 
have Diesel motors and hydraulic 
fluid drives. They will bring the 
total of busses in operation, before 
any retirement of double-deck and 
other old busses, to between 800 
and 900. The 340 busses, to be 
built by Mack Trucks and a Gen- 
eral Motors subsidiary, will cost 
about $3,629,000, and first deliveries 
are expected next month. The 100 
street cars, ordered from the St. 
Louis Car Co., will cost about $1,- 
733,000. Deliveries of the cars are 
expected to start late this month.

PLANE SERVICE, 
U. §-TO-BRITAIN 


Two Four-Motored Bomb- 
ers, Stripped of Guns, 
Used to Transport Offi- 
cials and Mail. 


WASHINGTON, July 9 (AP). — 
Government officials said today 
that the Army Air Force had in- 
stituted a new trans-Atlantic fer- 
ry service for carrying American 


officials and mail between the 
United States and Great Britain. 
Two four - motor bombers, 
stirpped of armament, have been 
assigned to make the flights, and 
indications are that the schedules 
call for no more than one trip a 
week each way. 

The new service is under direc- 
tion of Col. Robert Olds, head of 
the recently established Ar Corps 
ferry command, whose chief duty 
is the transport of planes from in- 
land factories where they are 
manufactured to coastal points 
where they are turned over to the 
British. 

Institution of the trans-Atlantic 
service was decided on, it was 
said, because of the heavy demands 
on the Pan-American Airways 
service between this country and 
Portugal and also because of the 
difficulty in getting from Lisbon 
to London. 

Unlike commercial transports, 
army planes are not forbidden by 
the neutrality law from flying into 
a belligerent country and the ships 
of the new service thus are able 
to carry officials directly from 
Washington to England.

had occupied Iceland at the time 
he made his statement. 

The occupation was not official- 
ly announced until Monday. 

In a subsequent interview, 
Wheeler told reporters that “the 
logical and decent thing for the 
President to do would be to- come 
and ask Congress for a declara- 
tion of war, and not try to take 
us into the fight through the back 
door.” 

Wheeler said yesterday that the 
administration had arranged for 
the occupation of Iceland because 
it wanted “to get us into a shoot- 
ing war” and realized that it had 
to have “a hell of a series of in- 
cidents to get this Congress to de- 
clare war.” 

He also said his fceland state- 
ment last week was based on let- 
ters he had received from parents 
saying their sons would receive 
mail there. 

He added that it was a “known 
fact that the President has previ- 
ously intimated very definitely that 
he was considering taking over 
the Cape Verde and Canary 
Islands.” 

Wheeler said recent contentions 
by British military leaders that 
American soldiers would be needed 
to defeat Germany “stated the 
facts.” 

“Must Land in Europe.” 

“In order to lick Hitler,” he de- 
clared, “you have got to land 
troops on European soil and drive 
him back. This talk about starv- 
ing German people or licking them 
by bombing their cities is sheer 
popycock, and every military and 
naval authority of whom I have 
heard recognizes that to be a 
fact.” 

Wheeler contended that the “only 
reason” the administration wanted 
to take over Iceland was “to draw 
us closer to the war.” 

He expressed the opinion that 
the administration had been re- 
luctant to move into the Cape 
Verde and Canary Islands only be- 
cause the Portuguese and Spanish 
governments would not sanction 
the move.

Pilot Brings Third Plane 
Down With Slight Dam- 
age After All Run Out 
of Fuel in West. 


FRESNO, Cal. July 9 (AP).— 
Three army bombers lost their 
way last night on a cross-country 
flight and ran out of gasc-ine. Two 


crashed in farmlands around 
Fresno after their crews bailed 
out. The third plane was landed 
by its pilot with slight damage. 

The squadron was 200 # miles 
north of its destination, March 
Field, and flying farther from it.

One of the principal tasks of 
the front-line panzers was to keep 
the Russians from making a firm 
stand anywhere and thus insure 
that a war of movement is main- 
tained, the Germans said.

“Americans have made the words 
Western Hemisphere a sort of mov- 
able geographical conception,” this 
commentator said. 

“It is inevitable that all Europe 
will receive this action by Roose- 
velt as a contemplated dagger 
thrust and unheard-of meddling 
which cannot be tolerated,” de- 
clared the Deutsche Allgemeine 
Zeitung. 

The Foreign Office mouthpiece, 
Deutsche Diplomatisch Politische 
Korrespondenz, viewed United 
States entry into Iceland as a “stab 
in the back” against a European 
community which, it said, was 
Struggling against Bolshevism for 
preservation of Western civiliza- 
tion. 

The Boersen Zeitung, Berlin’s 
leading financial paper, called the 
United States action “the brutal 
rape of a small European people.” 

It also said, “Herr Roosevelt en- 
tered the operations zone of this 
war and consciously set foot on the 
battlefields where the sharp-shoot- 
ing is going on. The responsibility 
lies with him.” 


FASCIST WARNS OF 
ENCIRCLEMENT PLAN 


ROME, July 9 (AP).—The United 
States occupation of Tceland sets 
a precedent “for military occupa- 
tion from one continent to another 
under the pretense of defending 
one’s Own continent,” Virginio 
Gayda, authoritative Fascist edi- 
tor, said today. 

Writing in Il Giornale d'Italia he 
said it was “a new war provoca- 
tion” of which the consequences 
would be seen in time. 

Gayda said Grand Admiral Erich 
Raeder, Commander-in-Chief of 
the German Navy, had said in an 
interview on May 27 that the Ger- 
man navy would be justified in at- 
tacking American convoys, indi- 
cating that this might apply to 
supplies for the American occupa- 
tion forces on Iceland. 

Landing of United States ma- 
rines on Iceland, Gayda said, was 
“part of Roosevelt’s pronounced 
plans for offensive encirclement of 
Europe which, in its first stage, is 
supposed to be accomplished with 
occupation of various strategic 
points in the Atlantic, including 
Dakar and the Azores.” 

He declared the occupation was 
“collaboration with Moscow Bol- 
shevism” and said the real ex- 
planation lay in the speech yester- 
day of former Russian Foreign 
Commissar Maxim Litvinov, “ask- 
the Anglo-Saxons to profit 
from the war on the Russian front 
to attack Germany from the rear.” 

The Fascist editor concluded 
with this statement: 

“Since incursions by third parties 
in war zones, according to interna- 
tional law, are legitimately exposed 
to reaction by belligerents, Roose- 


velt, with the landing of his 
marines in Iceland and the ship- 
ment of American supplies which 
are to support them, is deliberately 
seeking to expose them to German 


reaction so as to declare them vic- 
tims of aggression and pass off 
as a defensive war the offensive 
war which he would like to start.” 

The Italian public was informed 
of the United States move in Ice- 
land for the first time today. 
Newspapers called it the “first fla- 
grant manifestation of American 
imperialism.” 

Il Popolo di Roma said Presi- 
dent Roosevelt “by means of créat- 
ing Outposts (to the Western Hem- 
isphere) would not be slow in eat- 
ing up all Europe.” 

The newspapers declared that 
whatever happened as a result, the 
responsibility would be Roose- 
velt’s. 


Danish Papers Express Concern 
Over American Action. 
COPENHAGEN, Occupied Den- 
mark, July 9 (AP).—The Danish 
morning press expressed regret 
and concern today over possible 
developments resulting from the 
arrival of United States forces in 
Iceland, which formerly was linked 
with the Danish crown. 
The National Tidende said Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s action in dis- 
patching the forces was “absolut- 
ism.” 
“Regarded under democratic 
American background, it is really 
fantastic that Roosevelt can let 
American troops occupy the terri- 
tory of a foreign European country 
without asking Congress,” said the 
paper. It emphasized the step was 
in the direction of war on Eng- 
land’s side and “perhaps one of the 
most dangerous steps he has taken 
hitherto.” 


The occupation of Iceland by 
United States naval forces was 
described in a broadcast last night 
by Lord Haw Haw, Berlin propa- 
ganda announcer, as “an act of ag- 
gression” which in effect scraps 
the Monroe Doctrine. 

“Now President Roosevelt de- 
cides to strike at Europe from be- 
hind and to violate the sovereignty 
of a small and defenseless people 
who has yreferred to remain neu- 
tral,” Lord Haw Haw said. “After 
occupying Greenland he has now 
sent troops to Iceland, thus com- 
miting an act of aggression. 

“Since the war does not go to 
Mr. Roosevelt in the Western 
Hemisphere, Mr. Roosevelt has de- 
cided to run after the war for 
thousands of miles into the Euro- 
pean hemisphere. Thus the Mon- 
roe Doctrine has been finally torn 
to pieces and Mr. Roosevelt’s own 
assertion that his measures were 
taken to safeguard the Western 
Hemisphere has been refuted. 

“The responsibility rests entire- 
ly with him. Europe considers his 
action as an unheard-of interfer- 
ence. And Europe will not suffer 
Mr. Roosevelt to exercise the 
slightest influence on European 
affairs.”

The State Printing Suit. 

In the printing suit, filed last 
August, it was contended the Von 
Hoffmann Press bid on the print- 
ing, estimated to amount to $800,- 
000 to $900,000 in the two years, 
was about $100,000 lower than the 
proposal of the Midland Printing 
Co., the only other bidder and 
holder of the contract for several 
years. The commission rejected 
both bids but was restrained from 
seeking new proposals by the Von 
Hoffmann suit. The Midland 
company is doing the printing in 
the meantime under a temporary 
award, pending a court decision. 

The printing commission an- 
nounced last June 27 that it was 
awarded the annual binding and 
ruling contract, for the period 
from July 1, 1941, to June 30, 1942, 
to the Midland Printing Co., al- 
though its evaluation of the bids 
showed the proposal of the Von 
Hoffmann Press, the only other 
bidder, was lower by $826.68. The 
Midland company has held this 
contract for several years. 

Secretary of State Dwight H. 
Brown, commission chairman, an- 
nounced the commission had de- 
clared the Midland company to be 
the “lowest and best” bidder, de- 
spite the difference “in view of 
the added expense to the State in 
carrying on the State’s printing 
and binding activities with print- 
ing done in one plant, and binding 
done elsewhere, and the apparent 
impracticability of such a plan.” 

Other members of the commis- 
sion are State Auditor Forrest 
Smith and State Treasurer Wilson 
Bell. All three are Democrats. 

The binding and ruling contract 
varies in volume, but in two re- 
cent years averaged nearly $90,- 
000 a year. Bids are on unit 
prices and not in a lump sum. 

Charges Made in Petition. 

Suggestions filed with the ap- 
plication for a writ denied there 
would be any added expense to the 


State through a separation of the 
binding and ruling work from 
the printing, and charged the com- 
mission, in apparently assuming the 


printing contract would remain 
with the Midland company, was an- 
ticipating the ruling of the Su- 
preme Court “on a case not yet 
heard by it.”

second year. 

Rayburn also expressed the opin- 
ion that National Guardsmen and 
reserve officers “might be willing 
to stay in service another year.” 

Asked at a press conference for 
his opinion of suggestions by Gen. 
George C. Marshall, army chief of 
staff, that the present limit of ope 
year of service for draftees be re- 
moved, Rayburn said: 

“I think we made a contract with 


‘those selectees that they stay in 


one year. 

“But I would like to see the law 
amended so that those who wanted 
to volunteer for another year can 
do it. I’d like to see that done.” 

He said he also would “like to 
see” officer training schools esta>- 
lished in the army. 

“If we give those boys a hope 
that they would rise in the army 
a good many of them would take 
another year,” Rayburn said. 


Wadsworth Sides With Army. 

Representative Wadsworth 
(Rep.), New York, author of the 
Selective Service Act, however, 
sided with the army general staff 
on the need for extending the mili- 
tary service term. : 

Wadsworth also indorsed the 
army recommendation that Con- 
gress rescind the legal prohibition 
against the use of selectees or 
guardsmen. outside of the Western 
Hemisphere, -except in United 
States territories and possessions. 

Deferment has been ordered for 
Americans joining the British 
forces. Deputy Director of Selec- 
tive Service Hershey, on June 30, 
directed that men going into either 
the British armed forces or non- 
combatant organizations be classi- 
fied as occupied in work essential 
to the defense of the United States. 
He said his action is in line with 
the President’s statement June 24 
encouraging Americans to join 
British forces. 

Wadsworth contended that if 
Congress denied the general staff 
authority to retain whatever men 
were needed, it “would disrupt 
pretty nearly half the army.” He 
argued that he one-year service 
limit should be rescinded prompt- 
ly, or Congress should announce 
that “it won’t be done at all.” 

His remarks provided a. prelude 
to House debate on legislation to 
give peacetime deferment from 
military training to all selective 
service registrants more than 28 
years old. : 

Approval of Measure Likely. 

The approval of this measure 
was generally forecast. 

Wadsworth said it was inevita- 
ble that Congress consider ex- 
tending the one-year service lim- 
its. World conditions, be asserted, 
had deteriorated in the year since 
those limits were first imposed. 

“If these men are released at the 
end of a year’s training,” he said, 
“it would be done in the face of an 
emergency far greater than that 
facing ur a year ago.” 

Removal of the hemisphere re- 
strictions, Wadsworth continued, 
“is sound military policy, regard- 
less of current situations.” 

He said he was “opposed at any 
time” to “having two kinds of 
army in one army.” He explained 
that regular army men who had 
enlisted for three years could be 
sent anywhere, but guardsmen and 
selectees could not. 

“That could be pretty near fa- 
tal,” Wadsworth said as he re- 
called that American regulars in 
the war of 1812 lost a battle be- 
cause 7000 state militia troops of 
New York would not cross the Ca- 
nadian border to support them. 
The militiamen, he said, contended 
they could not be sent outside the 
country to fight.” 

Hershey’s Order. 

Hershey’s order, regarding serv- 
ice with the British, .called for 
deferment from American military 
training of citizens who join the 
armed forces of the Canadian and 
British governments, the British 
Civilian Technical Corps, the Roy- 
al Army Medical Corps, or the 
British Emergency Medical Serv- 
ice. 

“The President of the United 
States,” Hershey told State direc- 
tors, “has declared an unlimited 
national emergency. He has de- 
clared it to be the national policy 
to lend all aid to the Canadian 
and British governments. The Con- 
gress has enacted the Lend-Lease 
Act, extending the aid of the vast 
resources of this country to any 
country whose defense the Presi- 
dent deems vital to the defense of 
the United States. 

“The President has stated that 
any man wanting to join the Ca- 
nadian or British armed forces 
has a perfect right to do so, sub- 
ject to the limitations of certain 
statutes with’ regard to oaths of 
allegiance to foreign rulers and to 
recruiting for foreign armed serv- 
ices in this country. 

“Neither the British nor Ca- 
madian governments requires an 
oath of allegiance to the British 
King as a condition ‘precedent to 
enlistment or enrollment in the 
services referred to above. The 
President hag stated that any man 
engaged in such services will be 


returned to this country if a need 


a arise here for their serv- 
ces.”

Yesterday, commit- 
tees from a conference of 250 
CIO leaders in Washington called 
on congressional key men to ex- 
press their hostility to the May bill 
and other proposed “anti-labor” 


CIO head, made known his views 
to the President at the White 
House. Both the President and 
Murray declined later to go into 
details about their conference. 


“Critical,” CIO Leaders Say. 

The CIO meeting here was in 
response to an “urgent call” from 
Murray for concerted action in 
dealing with what CIO officials 
have declared is “a critical legisla- 
tive situation facing the entire 
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labor movement.” 

The debate on the May bill was 
interrupted near the beginning by 
a savage attack on the President 
by Represntative Hoffman (Rep.), 
Michigan, who asserted that the 
President yesterday “threw off the 
mask of hypocrisy, national de- 
fense, behind which he has been 
hiding for so long and disclosed 
himself as a foe of constitutional 
government and an advocate of 
another American expeditionary 
force.” | 

Hoffman “challenged” the Presi- 
dent to call a special election to 
determine whether or not he still 
has the confidence of the country. 

“The President;” he said, “has 
betrayed the people. He is, as a 
dictator, making war. If he is pa- 
triotic, if he has faith in his own 
honesty of purpose, he will not 
hesitate to submit the issue for a 
decision by the people.” 

Sabath Defends President. 

The President was defended by 
Representative Sabath (Dem.), Illi- 
nois, who proceeded then to a 
warm attack on the labor provi- 
sions of the May bill. 

Kennedy (Dem.) and Dickstein 
(Dem.), both of New York, de- 
clared that the labor provisions of 
the May bill—provisions which 
they oppesed—should have been 
brought in separately from the 
section lowering the draft age, 

Kennedy begged the House not 
to take a step which he said would 
tend to destroy the gains made by 
labor under the Roosevelt admin- 
istration. 

Supporting the bill, Cox (Dem.), 
Georgia, one of the most conspic- 
uous advocates of restrictive labor 
legislation in the House, said the 
opposition to the labor parts of the 
May bill was a. “sorry exhibition.” 

“Members,” He said, “will conjure 
up every possible excuse for voting 
against the labor provisions, but 
the real reason is the opposition 
of organized labor.” 

“Political Terror.” 

He called on Congress to shake 
off the “politicai terror” which he 
said- had gripped it. 

Andrews (Rep.), New York, de- 
clared that nothing would give so 
much reassurance to the country, 
so much confidence that Congress 
is “not> being led around by the 
nose,” as the passage of the May 
bill with the labor provisions. 

“T want to see this bill go to 
the President’s desk,” he _ cried, 
“then let him dare veto it!” 

Marcantonio (American Labor), 
New York, said the effect of the 
labor provisions was te destroy the 
right to strike. He denounced as 
“tricky” and “undemocratic” the 
legislative procedure by which 
these provisions had been attached 
to the draft-age proposal, which 
nearly everybody favored. 

The first voting in the debate 
was on adoption of the rule by 
which the legislation was brought 
to the House floor. A roll call 
vote showed 217 for the rule and 
148 against. 

Openii., the formal debate on 
the bill itself, Chairman May de- 
clared one of the purposes of the 
measu:. was to protect men _ in 
their right to work.

The Brown Bomber’s answer, in 
'which he asked that his wife's suit 
'be dismissed, was a complete 
denial of her charges of cruelty. 

He said that they were married 


in New York Sept. 24, 1935, but 
denied that there was a separa- 
tion last April 19. He also denied 
that she had “treated him kindly 
and affectionately, and conducted 
herself toward him as a true and 
virtuous wife,” as Mrs. Louis al- 
leged in her complaint. 

The fighter’s wife charged that 
he struck her last Jan. 2 and again 
on the date of their alleged sepa- 
ration. Louisa alleged this wasn’t 
true. 

His wife also set forth that he 
owned $400,000 worth of real estate 
in Chicago and Detroit, and about 
$400,000 in annuities, stocks, bonds 
and other property. The answer 
stated his holdings were consider- 
ably less than that. 

Louis declared that his annual 
earnings were “much less” than 
the $250,000 alleged in his wife's 
complaint. 


The answer set forth that Mrs. 
Louis was receiving a monthly in- 
come of $300 from a Chicago 
apartment building her husband 
gave her; that in addition she re- 
ceived an allowance of $100 a 
week; that Louis bought her 
clothes, padd her bills to the tune 
of from $4000 to $6000 a year, and 
had given her gifts ranging in 
value from $500 to $5000.

American Woman Writer 
in Greece Disappears — 
Believed to Have Taken

SOMEWHERE IN NON-GERMAN 
EUROPE, July 9, 

FTER a nine-week Quarantine 

in Greece, two American re- 

porters and a woman radio an- 
nouncer have been sent out of that 
country under military surveil- 
lance, by order of German Foreign 
Office authorities, and barred by 
them from further reporting or 
traveling in any Balkan countries 
whether neutral or involved in con- 
flict. 

After being flown by the Luft- 
hansa to Belgrade and then by 
military airplane to Vienna, the 
Americans were held incommuni- 
cado 21 hours at a police hotel 
on the Danube, by the Vienna 
Gestapo, in the company of in- 
terned Russians, being later taken 
to Berlin under Gestapo guard. 
No charges were expressed or im- 
plied by any of these actions. 

Wes Gallagher of the Associated 
Press, Betty Wason of the Co- 
lumbia Broadcasting System, and 
this writer were those expelled. 
Nila Cram Cook, an occasional 
writer for Liberty magazine, who, 
several years ago, was ushered 
out of India by the British, after 
an episode involving Mohandas K. 
Gandhi, and her son became the 
fourth and fifth members of the 
ejection party, but outwitted the 
Germans. 

(The Associated Press today de- 
nied that Gallagher had been “ex- 
pelled;” as stated by Weller. ‘“‘Gal- 
lagher was in Athens when the 
German troops arrived. He was 
ill and for a time was confined to 
an Athens hospital,” the Associated 
Press said. “Because of his ill- 
ness, the Associated Press asked 
for an exit permit which the Ger- 
man authorities granted prompt- 
ly.”’) 

After being warned to hold her- 
self in readiness for a special 
plane, from which the Americans 
specifically were forbidden’ to 
alight in Sofia, Belgrade or Buda- 
pest, Miss Cook disappeared, to 
the discomfiture of the German 
legation and the distress of the 
Americans. 


‘Going to Visit Grave.’

The refusal of permission to go 
to Turkey, and the subsequent ex- 
pulsion via Berlin through Swit- 
zerland became even more ground- 
less, for reason of military secrecy, 
when both of the American mili- 
tary attaches in Athens were given 
permission by the Germans to go 
to Turkey only 10 days prior to 
the Russian invasion.

Litvinov called on the British to 
strike at Germany untiringly, de- 
claring that the Red army was 
“bearing the shock of Hitler’s 
powerful war machine” and “the 
English people are enjoying a cer- 
tain respite after 12 months of in- 
cessant bombardment.”

PHILIP MERIVALE PLAYS 


AT THE CIVIC THEATER 


Broadway: Actor in Excellent 
Character Study of Self- 
Centered Surgeon. 


By COLVIN McPHERSON 


With the appearance of Philip 
Merivale in “The Talley Method” 


last night, the Civic Theater 
reached another stage in its rap- 
id and healthy development, For 
it is now able to offer a front 
rank Broadway star in a perform- 
ance which is generally admitted 
to be one of the best of last sea- 
son, one which St. Louis very 
likely would not have seen except 
for the arrangements of this 
week. 

“The Talley Method,” as a title, 
refers to the particular practice 
of surgery by Dr. Axton Talley of 
New York. And Dr. Talley is an 
excellent study, both by the author, 


|S. N. Behrman, and by the actor, 


Merivale, 

So wrapped up in his operations 
that he does not know what his 
grown son and daughter are get- 
ting into, nor mtich about the 
thoughts afloat in the world, Dr. 


Talley does fall in love with one 


of his patients, a lady poet named 
Enid Fuller. Miss Fuller, meet- 
ing the motherless son and daugh- 
ter, does come to understand them 
and tries to get their father to do 
likewise, without much luck. And 
the ultimate result is that the love 
affair of poetry and medical 
science itself goes on the rocks. 


Two-thirds of the pleasure of this 
play is in watching Dr. Talley. 
When he first appears, he has 
just lost a patient and far from 
being disconsolate about it, he is 
merely appalled that the Talley 
method has not succeeded. “Some 
weakness somewhere,” he keeps 
muttering, meaning some weak- 
ness in the patient. He storms 
and swears, cOaxes and apologizes 
later but his mental attitude is 
never altered. Dr. Talley never 
learns. 

Merivale’s interpretation is, from 
the view across the  footlights, 
flawless. And since a Civic Thea- 
ter cast, or one like it, always 
gains by the presence of a guest 
star, the whole play has picked up 
tone. Emily Coleman, playing the 
role af Enid Fuller, which was 
Ina Claire’s in New York, does 
work of which she may well be 
proud. Despite some nervousness 
and the handicap of a dress which 
women in the audience almost 
unanimously condemned, and au- 
dibly, Miss Coleman carried the 
Civic Theater’s banner valiantly. 

Max Cole as a talkative young 
university student also won the 
audience, Sydney Busch gave her 
best effort to an entirely unat- 
tractive role, J. Scott Robertson, 
Jackman Bieger and Mary Alice 
Hart measured up to requirements. 

The setting designed by Gordon 
Carter is spacious and attractive, 
the attendance last night was 
good and the atmosphere pleasant 
so what deficiencies the entertain- 
ment had could be traced only 
to the author. For aside from de- 
picting Dr. Talley very accurately 
as a dangerously preoccupied 
scientist and Enid Fuller as a 
woman with a clear, erect mind 
Behrman has put forth no great 
exertion in writing. 

His owr. attitudes toward the 
tempests of the times are feeble 
and stale and often not quite co- 
herent. He introduces pathos 
without commanding sympathy 
and he is far too sparing in the 
use of his truly excellent wit. 
Some scenes, such as a father and 
son conference, are cleverly de- 
signed and amusing, sometimes as 
many as five or six lines of dia- 
logue will be sparkling and swift 
but generally wit is flashed in 
“The Talley Method” only as if 
it were a diamond on the little 
finger of a hand which the play- 
wright nearly always keeps in his 
pocket,

BRENTWOOD ADOPTS 
UNIFORM SMOKE LAW 


It Is Thirteenth County Suburb 
to Vote Ordinance Like 
That in St. Louis. 


Brentwood became the thirteenth 
St. Louis County community to 
adopt the uniform smoke elimina- 
tion ordinance recommended by the 
County League of Municipalities 
when its Board of Aldermen last 
night unanimously passed a meas- 
ure introduced by Mayor Charles 
R. Skow. 


The ordinance, similar to that 
in effect in St. Louis, is effective 
immediately, Mayor Skow said to- 
day, but a reasonable time would 
be allowed to install smokeless 
equipment. 

The Brentwood ordinance prohib- 
its the burning of coal with a vola- 
tile content of more than 23 per 
cent in hand-fired stoves or fur- 
naces. About 75 per cent of the 
homes and businesses in Brentwood 
already are equipped with mechan- 
ical stokers or gas or oil burners, 
Mayor Skow estimates. 

The ordinance provides for a 
part-time smoke inspector, who 
will receive half the inspection 
fees collected providing his share 
does not exceed £50 a month. The 
inspector will be appointed at the 
next meeting of the Aldermen July 
22 


The new measure replaces an 
old smoke abatement law passed 
in 1935 which Mayor Skow said 
was never enforced because “it 
had no teeth in it.” 

Other county communities which 
have passed similar ordinances are 
Bel-Nor, Glendale, University City, 
Clayton, Shrewsbury, Richmond 
Heights, Ladue, Webster Groves, 
Kirkwood, Northwoods, Ferguson 
and Beverly Hills.

Creed of 10 ‘Eternal Principles’ 


Thrift, Truth, Fidelity to Promises and Giv- 


ing Useful Service to 


ankind 


Among Them. 


NEW YORK, July 9 (AP).— 
John D. Rockefeller Jr., advancing 
10 “fundamental and eternal prin- 


ciples” as his creed, says they rep- 
resent “the things that make life 
most worth living.” 

“They are the principles on 
which my wife and I have tried 
to bring up our family,” he said 
last night in appealing for sup- 
port for the United Service Or- 
ganizations. “They are the prin- 
ciples in which my father believed 
and by which he governed his life. 
They are the principles, many of 
them, which I learned at my 
mother’s knee.” 

The Rockefeller creed: 

“I believe in the supreme worth 
of the individual and in his right 
to life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness, 

“I believe that every right im- 
plies a responsibility; every op- 
portunity, an obligation; every 
possession, a duty. 

“I believe that the law was made 
for man and not man for the law; 
that government is the servant of 
the people and not their master. 

“I believe in the dignity of la- 
bor, whether with head or hand; 
that the world owes no man a liv- 
ing but that it owes every man an 
opportunity to make a living. 


“IT believe that thrift is essen- 
tial to well-ordered living and that 
economy is a prime requisite of a 
sound financial structure, whether 
in Government, business or per- 
sonal affairs. 

“I believe that truth and justice 
are fundariental to an enduring 
social order. 

“T believe in the sacredness of 
a promise, that a man’s word 
should be as good as his bond; 
that character—not wealth ‘or pow- 
er or position—is of supreme 
worth. 

“I believe that the rendering of 
useful service is the common duty 
of mankind and that only in the 
purifying fire of sacrifice is the 
dross of selfishness consumed and 
the greatness of the human sotl 
set free. 

“I believe in an all-wise and all- 
loving God, named by whatever 
name, and that the individual’s 
highest fulfillment, greatest hap- 
piness and widest usefulness are 
to be found in living in harmony 
with His will. 

“I believe that love is the great- 
est thing in the world; that it 
alone can overcome hate: that 
right can and will triumph over 
might.” 

He said he was proud to have his 
son, Winthrop, in the army. 


EMPLOYMENT RISE SHOWN 
BY SOCIAL SECURITY SURVEY 


Reduction of 1040 Families on Re- 
lief in First Six Months of 
Present Year. 

A steady rise in employment was 


reflected in figures compiled to- 
day by the local Social Security 
Commission, showing a reduction 
of the relief load by 1040 families 
in the first six months of 1941 
and culminating in a drop of near- 
ly 10 per cent from 6820 in May 
to 6188 last month. 

Of the 972 families who went 


off relief last month, the wage- 
earners of 483 obtained employ- 
ment with the WPA and 152 with 
private industry. Employment 
also is considered the factor in 
some of 89 families who failed to 
report for further assistance. Loss 
of WPA work was a reason 143 
families went on relief in June, 
and, with the removal of 3000 per- 
sons from WPA rolls in St. Louis 
and St. Louis County, may be a 
greater factur in the relief load 
this month or next. 

The month by month decline was 
broken only in May, when the num- 
ber of families on relief rose by 
105, from 6715 in April, to 6820. 
This, however, was attributed in 
part to those who had obtained 
WPA work and sought temporary 
assistance, ranging down to car- 
fare, to carry them over until 
their first WPA pay day. 


W PATO INSTRUCT 5 MILLION 
ALIENS IN U. S. CITIZENSHIP 


Administrator Announces Plan to 
Employ Thousands to Teach 
Foreign Groups. 
WASHINGTON, July 9 .AP).— 
A vast expansion of the American- 
ization instruction program to 
facilitate the naturalization of 5,- 
000,000 aliens, was announced to- 
day by Howard O. Hunter, Works 
Projects Administrator. The pro- 

gram will cost $14,000,000. 

Hunter said 1,000,000 would re- 
ceive Americanization instruction 
annually. Classes will be estab- 
lished in nearly every community 
where there are sizeable groups 
of non-citizens. Between 7000 and 
10,000 instructors will be paid by 
the WPA. The program will be 
sponsored by the Department of 
Justice, of which the immigration 
and naturalization service is a 
part, and promoted by State de- 
partments of education.

The St. Louis and Kansas City 
teacher pension bills previously 


had been defeated in the House, 
although these two measures, to- 
gether with the St. Joseph bill, had 
passed in the Senate with little op- 
position. 

Hope of backers of the St. Louis 
bill for reconsideration, through a 
suspension of the rules, has been 
waning with the successive’ re- 
verses for retirement legislation. 
An attempt will be made, how- 
ever, it was said last night, if there 
is any improvement in the attend- 
ance in the House. 

Suspension of the rules requires 
76 votes, the same as required for 
passage. The St. Louis bill, which 
encountered more opposition than 
the two companion bills, mustered 
only 56 favorable votes when it 
was beaten last June 18 by a rural 
bloc, aided by Repreesentative Da- 
vid A. Hess of St. Louis. 

Kansas City Bill Dead. 

The Kansas City bill, which also 
came within three votes of passage 
last June 24, is dead under House 
rules, as a move to reconsider the 
defeat failed. 

Representative L. C. Thedinger 
of St. Joseph, who called up the 
St. Joseph bill yesterday, said an 
attempt would be made to recon- 
sider that bill. He changed his 
vote from aye to no in order to 
move reconsideration, making the 
recorded vote 72 to 26. 

In an effort to save the St. Jo- 
seph bill, Thedinger agreed _ to 
adoption of a House amendment 
which would have sequired ap- 
proval of the pension plan by vot- 
ers of St. Joseph in an election 
before the pension act could be- 
come operative. 

This local referendum conces- 
sion failed to save the St. Joseph 
bill, however, as it encountered 
the opposition of the same rural 
group which blocked the other 
two bills. This group attacked all 
the bills on the theory the legis- 
lation would result in a raid on 
public school funds, and cited the 
campaign claim, made when a 
teacher pension amendment to the 
State Constitution was adopted in 
1936, that pension plans would be 
self-supporting without aid from 
public funds. 

Representatives Hess and An- 
ton Niemeyer of St. Louis voted 
against the St. Joseph bill.

When we replied we simply had 
received a German order to quit 
Greece immediately by way of 
Switzerland, and asked to be al- 
lowed to take the next train for 
the Swiss border, the commissioner 
asked what guarahtee we could 
offer that we would not alight 
from the train and evade the ex- 
pulsion order.

DES OF The BENDS 


st. Louisan, Working 100 Feet 
' Below Surface of River, 
Came Up Too Quickly. 


Jack Pleimann, St. Louis’ best 
known professional diver, died last 
night at Lutheran Hospital of the 
occupational disease of divers 

nown as “the bends.” 

He had been working Monday, 
400 feet below the surface of the 
mississippi River, in a caisson for 
one of the Lindbergh Bridge piers 

and brought himself to the sur- 
face too quickly. It took him only 
three minutes to astend, pulling 
himself up hand over hand on a 
counterbalanced line, 

“Tt didn’t realize I came up in 

guch a hurry,” Pleimann said to 
his nephew and helper, Daniel 
Minahan, as Minahan unbolted his 
divers suit and assisted him out 
it. 

Psaere Pleimann was able to put 
on his regular clothing, “the bends” 
began with a pain in his shoulder. 
“That’s the first time this ever 
happened to me,” Pleimann said 
as he and Minahan were crossing 
the river in a small boat, Driving 
to his home at 812 Military road 
he became acutely ill, and had to 
turn the wheel of the automobile 
over to his nephew. 

Taken to Hospital. 

Pleimann was -doubled up in 
acute pain and had to be carried 
into his home. A doctor ordered 
that he “e taken to the hospital, 
and soon after midnight he lapsed 
into unconsciousness, remaining in 
that st: . until he died. 

The disease which divers know 
as “the bends” is termed in medi- 
cal literature “caisson disease.” It 
occurs when one who has been 
subjected to increased pressure, 
as a diver, is brought too sudden- 
ly into a condition in which the 
normal pressure prevails. Bubbles 
of gas form in the blood, and these, 
if they lodge in the heart, may 
cause death. Lodging in the brain 
or spinal cord, they may cause 
paralysis. 

Pleimann, a diver for 24 of his 
45 years, had been engaged by 
the Massmann Construction Co., 
which is building the bridge south 
of Jefferson Barracks, to blast silt 
from the bedrock of the river with 
a high presstre air hose in prep- 
aration for pouring the concrete 
for the pier. 

Once Trapped Two Hours. 

Pleimann had six or seven nar- 
row escapes from death in _ the 
course of his hazardous career, the 
last in March, 1939, when he was 
trapped two hours in an auxiliary 
lock at the Alton Dam when his 
air and life lines became tangled. 
His routine work involved such 
jobs as repairing underwater ca- 
bles at the Cahokia power plant, 
and raising sunken boats in the 
Mississippi, Ohio and Missouri riv- 
ers. 

The recovery of bodies of the 
drowned was what brought him 
most frequently to public atten- 
tion. The last such occasion was 
in March, when he recovered the 
bodies of three small boys from 

the abandoned Heman Quarry at 
Ashland and Euclid avenues.

éé Y 2-year-old child does no 
Move. What can I do about 
it? Punishment does not 
seem to help. Five minutes after- 
ward he is doing something I 
have forbidden. | 
Perfect obedience in any child 
is a dangerous symptom, The 
child who looks to others before 
taking any action lacks initiative, 
and that is not desirable. Obedi- 
ence to orders presuppor2s that 
the orders are understood and ac- 
cepted by the mind of the child. 
No 2-year-old child has complete 
understanding of the directions he 
gets. He does not know why he is 
to do this and not to do that and 
he has—if he is intelligent—a de- 
sire to do many things grown-up 
people consider undesirable, an- 
noying or dangerous. Only by ex- 
perience will he learh to under- 
stand directions and to accept 


them heartily. By that time he is. 


co-operating, not obeying blindly. 
It is necessary for little ones to 
follow directions because they are 
unable to direct themselves, hav- 
ing no experience with life. It is 
equally essential for grown-up peo- 
ple to be discriminating in mat- 
ters concerning obedience so that 
the experiences little children have 
in taking directions teaches them 
that obedience makes life happier, 
disobedience makes it hard. By 
this I mean that grown people 
are not to give little children or- 
ders for their own convenience, to 
make themselves comfortable, save 
themselves trouble without regard 


for the children’s happiness and. 


comfort. Selfish orders create dis- 


‘ obedience where the child might 


otherwise be happy to obey. 

Give as few directions, issue as 
few positive commands to little 
children as possible. Take them 
in charge, arrange things so they 
follow the pattern naturally. For 
example, instead of calling from 
the next room, “Simmy, eat your 
breakfast now,” attend to the mat- 
ter in person. Set the table com- 
pletely, go to the child, lead him 
to the table, sit down by him, 
and act as though eating breakfast 
was the only thing on your mind. 
It will be the only thing on his 
mind, if that is the way he is led. 
If he is busy with his affairs, and 
his mother with hers, breakfast 
gets the go-by.

LIMIT THE number of orders. 
Confine them to a bare set of es- 
sentials, such as eating on time, 
taking a rest, staying in his own 
yard, going to bed and staying 
there at bedtime. If there is 
trouble with any one of the items 
of routine that are essential to 
his growth and character, stay 
with it and insist upon its per- 
formance, letting some of the 
lesser items slip, until he gets the 
idea that performance is inevi- 
table. 

Insisting that a child mind all 
day long, now this, now that, 
wearies him of well doing. Little 
children tire soon under the domi- 
nation of stronger personalities, 
Exercise that domination discreet- 
ly, with wisdom, at the right time 
and in the right place, and it helps 
the child, strengthens and encour- 
ages him. Use it all day long and 
it wearies, weakens and defeats 
the child. 

It is essential for the child’s 
safety that he learn to obey or- 
ders. He will need to know how 
to do that all his life. The point 
of the matter lies in his early ex- 
perience with obedience. Make 
his experiences profitable and he 
soon learns that obedience makes 
him more comfortable and his life 
easier. -In that way he learns to 
obey in such a fashion that obedi- 
ence merges easily into co-opera- 
tion in his later childhood.

FIGURE FAULTS CAN BE CORRECTED WITH SIMPLE EXERCISES. 


ARTICLE FOUR. 


WO things go. under the well- 

groomed look—a firm body and 

a firm girdle. A firm body gets 
that way by exercise and a firm 
girdle is so because it is well- 
chosen. Of the two, the firm body 
is by far the more important. In 
fact, the smoothest Susans pride 
themselves on being at their best 
in a bathing suit. 

And in a bathing suit is the best 
place to spot your figure faults. 
Beginning at the top, watch for: 
a head that juts forward like a tur- 
tle’s, a scrawny neck, collar bones 
too prominent for beauty. These 
three faults are mostly due to bad 
posture, but it could also be that 
you are dieting. 

“Tires” at the waistline mean 
that you are not dieting... . and 
thick thighs mean that you never 
walk when it’s possible to ride. 


Each one of these “three-out-of- 
four have it” faults can be cor- 
rected with simple exercise if you 
stick to a regular program. We 
promise that you'll be smoother, 
think faster, and consequently be 
more popular if you take exercise 
night and morning. 

But back to the material things 
in life. Here are the basic exer- 
cises for a good figure, which 
means, sketchily, a good chinline, 
flat shoulder blades, a normal 
bosom, a small waist, and hips not 
more than two inches larger-than 
your bosom. Every exercise begins 
with a s-t-r-e-t-c-h . . . which 
stimulates all the important func- 
tions of your “little insides.” 

1. If your stomach sticks out: 
Lie, flat on your back, arms at your 
sides, legs together, knees stiff. 
Without bending your knees, raise 


your legs as high off the floor as 
you can and lower them slowly. 
That’s all. Five times at first, and 
then increase gradually to 20. In 
two weeks you should be an inch 
smaller around the middle, 

2. If your thighs are thick: Lie 
flat on your back. One at a time, 
draw up your knees so that the 
top of your thigh is lying on your 
stomach. Now kick your leg out, 
straight and hard. Do this rapidly 
10 times, night and morning. Or 
this one: Lie flat on the floor. Prop 
your hips up in the air by leaning 
on your elbows, Kick your legs 
in bicycle motion. This is all, and 
it’s old and simple, but it not only 
thins your thighs, it gives your 
circulation and your alimentary 
canal a good turn. 

3. If your waist isn’t thin: Stand 
up straight with feet apart. With- 
out bending your knees, touch 
your left toes with your right 
hand. Stand straight again; touch 
your right toes with your left 
hand, Feel what a_ stretch this 
gives you. 

4. If your bosom is too small: 
Lie on your stomach. Reach back 
and grab your ankles. Pull your- 
self as far off the floor as you can, 
from the shoulders. This is a good 
stretch. Or this: Stand up straight 
with feet wide apart. Hold your 
arms straight out with fingertips 
touching. Swing arms straight back 
from the shoulders, at shoulder 
level, as far as possible, and bring 
back to fingertips in front again. 

These are the four basic exer- 
cises. They do not pretend to 
cover the whole territory, but they 
will give you the foundation of a 
good figure.

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On Paralysis

NFANTILE paralysis is one of 

the few contagious diseases that 

prevail more in the summertime 
than the winter. And a number 
of recent speculations and observa- 
tions seem to indicate a reason 
for this. 

For a good many years health 
officers and epidemiologists gener- 
ally have had a hunch that an at- 
tack of infantile paralysis had 
something to do with swimming, 
or bathing outdoors in river, lake 
or ocean. 

I had an experienced health 
officer once argue with me, or 
rather explain to me, for hours, 
that chilling of the body in cold 
water caused it. He was a thor- 
oughly modern physician, not a 
crank, and he knew perfectly well, 
of course, that some kind of a germ 
causes such diseases, but he felt 
that exposure and cold water pre- 
cipitated the attack, and he cited 
several instances to prove it. 

Some support for this view was 
officially given by Dr. Albert Bruce 
Sabin of Cincinnati to the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis this spring. 

Dr. Sabin put the idea more 
broadly and warned against vio- 
lent exercise of any kind in the 
summer when one has a headache, 


a stiff neck or nausea. The virus’ 


of infantile paralysis may invade 
the nervous system and cause only 
these vague symptoms. A mild 
case may be overcome by body re- 
sistance without the development 
of any paralysis, if rest and care 
are instituted. But exercise may 
stir up the virus, spread it through 
the nervous system and precip- 
tate a real attack. 
. s s 

ANOTHER EXPLANATION 
which applies to swimming alone 
is offered in the work of Drs. Paul 
and Trask, of New Haven, Conn., 
that the virus of infantile paralysis 
is found in sewage and that bath- 
ing in contaminated river, lake or 
ocean water will expose an indi- 
vidual to contagion. Several epi- 
demics have been studied in which 
it could be proved that the vic- 
tims were so exposed and that 
water near the outlet of a sewer 
was responsible. 

There have been’ three periods 
in the investigation of the trans- 
mission of infantile paralysis. 
First was the work represented 
by the studies of Claverly and 
Wickman that pointed to direct 
human contact with persons hav- 
ing a mild form of the disease as 
a mode of transmission—and un- 
doubtedly this obtains. 

Second, the contributions of 
Landsteiner and Flexner and as- 
sociates show that direct trans- 
mission could be made experi- 
mentally to monkeys. And third, 
this epidemiologic study which in- 
dicates that infantile paralysis 
may often be a water-borne dis- 
ease. 

Nearly every summer there is a 
local mild or severe epidemic some- 
where in the United States or Can- 
ada. Perhaps with this new knowl- 
edge in hand, Boards of Health 
will be in a better position to en- 
gage in active preventive work. 


Questions and Answers. 

A. E. C.:—“I have heard that 
high blood pressure is caused by 
certain foods, others say it is due 
to nervousness, fear and worry. 
Which is true?” 

Answer: It is not due to foods 
because we often see two people— 
man and wife—who eat the same 
food, and one has high blood pres- 
sure, the other hasn’t. Nor is it 
due to worry, etc. Some of the 
calmest people I know have high 
blood pressure. It is due to 
changes in the blood vessels that 
come with advancing life. In some 
people these changes come ear- 
lier and are more severe than in 
others.

My Neighbor Says: 


Give your lawn plenty of water. 
Short springlings draw the grass 
roots near the surface, where they 
are very susceptible to wear, drouth, 
freezing, sun and wind drying. 


The reason that soft water is 
better for cleaning than hard water 
is that, hard water contains lime 
and magnesium, which combines 
with the soap and ‘makes an in- 
soluble compound. Soft water con- 
tains no minerals, so it produces 
a soapy lather in which dirt is 
soluble. Boiling will soften hard 
water to some degree, because the 
process of boiling precipitates the 
carbonates in the water. 


When washing the ticking covers 
on feather pillows, empty the feath- 
ers into a cotton cloth bag, put 
the bag into hot suds, rinse and 
hang in the bag on the line. Shake 
frequently until thoroughly dried.

OU’D instantly recognize the 
meek little fellow with curly 
hair, curly eyebrows and an 
owlish bespectacled gaze as some- 
one you'd seen in innumerable 
movies. Maybe not as Rhett But- 
ler or Andy Hardy, but in one of 


. those numerous and necessary sup- 


porting roles. Usually he’s funny 
—armnd you don’t have to give him 
the eye more than once to know 
why. | 

It’s as a comedian that the meek 
little fellow, Charles Williams— 
“Call me Charley’’—is appearing at 
the Municipal Opera, and after 
dodging a couple of gents who were 
dueling at swords’ points, we found 
him backstage, muttering his lines 
for “Three Musketeers.” Although 
he may look like a dubious cross 
between man and  milquetoast, 
Charley Williams is very much an 
actor, and an actor from a family 


.of actors. 


“I come from a very theatrical 
family,” Charley said with pride, 
as the clattering of swords died 
away. “My father was stage man- 
ager of a theater in Albany, N. Y., 
for 40 years. My first cousin, Wal- 
lace Eddinger, was on the Broad- 
way stage for 25 years; he was the 
original Little Lord Fauntleroy. 
And my uncle, Lawrence Eddinger, 
was a character actor for 50 years. 

“I literally grew up in the the- 
ater. My first role was in ‘Shad- 
ows of the Great City,’ in 1905, 
when I was just a child. I went 
back to school again, but left to 
go with a minstrel show as end 
man. From then on, I played stock 
companies, vaudeville, legit shows 
and musical comedies. — 

“One vaudeville act“T did was 
with William Gaxton, and another 
was with Benny Leonard, just 
after he'd retired as champion. 
We'd have a ring:’set up on the 
stage, see, and he'd knock one 
fellow out cold. I'd stand by and 
watch him and I wouldn’t believe 
it was Leonard. I'd say, ‘That 
punk—gimme them gloves.’ Then 
I'd pull the zippers on my trousers 
and step out in a pair of pink 
tights with a r bow across the 
back, and get the ring with 
Leonard. He'd nearly kill me ev- 
ery time.” 

Besides these varied aspects of 
his career, Williams eventually 
turned to the side vice of writing. 

“I'd spent 10 years in New York 
playing musical comedies,” he ex- 
plained, “following Eddie Cantor, 
Bert Wheeler, playing Queenie 
Smith’s leading man, and so on, 
When the crash came, show busi- 
ness was almost destroyed. There 
were only five shows in town and 
the only comedy parts were given 
to comedians like Eddie Cantor 
and Ed Wynn, who held seniority 
over me in every respect. So I 
turned to writing. I wrote about 
100 vaudeville acts.” 

“So you were the guy,” 
sneered. 

“Yeah,” he admitted. ‘‘Those acts 
—that’s the thing that killed show 
business.

“Greatest place in the world for 
talent,” he _ said. “People out 
there are lucky. It’s too easy to 
get by, Basking—that’s what it is. 
That’s why it takes so, long to 
make pictures. A million dollars 
and all you see on the screen is 
$300,000 worth. 


“And people don’t appreciate it. 
You go see a movie and it takes 
you all over the world in an hour 
and 20 minutes. So you don’t appre- 
ciate it. Movies and radio—those 
two inventions—they kill me. 

“Here’s an angle nobody under- 
stands about pictures,” he went 
on, the gleam still in his eye. “It’s 
the technique. They show a great 
passage of time, something that 
can’t be done in the theater. In 
‘Goodbye, Mr. Chips,’ you see Rob- 
ert Donat, 86 years old, he’s com- 
ing home, and the camera trucks 
with him down this little English 
street. He sits down in an easy 
chair and looks in the fireplace.

'M thinking with chuckles, as 

well as a homesick gulp, of that 

sturdy little mother of mine. She 
of the Scotch-English-Irish blood 
who came across the waters to be 
a California pioneer.

And well she needed them both. 
For life was not kind on that Far 
West frontier which we glamourize 
so spectacularly in the movies to- 
day. Benicia, a loop up the bay 
from the Golden Gate, was a deso- 
late sprawl of sunbaked hill and 
marsh before those pioneer wives 
took hold of it. Which brings me 
back to the black, adobe dirt. . . 
and old Pat, and the small bunch 
of dynamite who was Elizabeth 
Robinson, my mother. 

Now ‘dobe dirt is no genteel 
wood loam. It grows such flowers 
and vegetables as never were seen 
on sea or land, but it takes a lot 
of persuading first. For ‘dobe is 
tough and sticky .. . it dries 
harder than hard pan... and 
it swallows fertilizer like quick- 
sand, All of which is no picnic to 
the one who's digging it. Who, in 
this case, happened to be old Pat. 

Old Pat was the village handy 
man—red-haired, freckled as a tur- 
key egg, upward of 6 feet, and as 
Irish as they come. His one main 
interest in life was certainly not 
flower gardens. My mother topped 


five feet by an inch or two, with 
every inch carrying 150 watts. 
Through many a year she and Pat 
had labored over her prodigious 
roses. Pat’s loathing for roses was 
only equaled by his devotion to 
the little Tartar who drove him 


to his task. But &t last even he. 


rebelled. 

I can see him yet, leaning on his 
spade with the sweat furrowing 
his red, wrinkled throat, and the 
rage of the Irish rising against 
this foolish, woman job. 

“'Tis naw use, puttin’ the good 
manure on this ‘dobe, Mrs, Robin- 
son,” he drawled in his brogue, 
thick as a Christmas cake. “It 
gaws straight down t’ hell.” 

“Then go to hell after it,” snapped 
Elizabeth Robinson, who never, in 
her rigid code, had been known 
to say even “darn.” And Pat 
went. 

I'm thinking often of that reply 
these days, as I read the peeves and 
laments which clutter my desk. 
Once again, we're all pioneering, 
trying to build order, beauty and 
security in a new way of life which 
ig tougher than that ‘black ‘dobe 
with which Old Pat and my de- 
termined little mother labored. A 
new way of living which seems to 
absorb our tears and prayers and 
rebellions as mockingly as that old 
adobe absorbed the sweat and fer- 
tilizer. 


And, facing that mocking futil- 
ity, we are tempted to give up. 
Why not? What's the use of try- 
ing to make life blossom in the 
face of such difficulties? What's 
the use when everything you give 
of courage and honor, dignity and 
determination, seem lost in this 
mad hell of disorganization? 

What's the use? Over the years 
the answer comes. I see my little 
mother battling with untamed 
earth ... watching her precious 
work seemingly wasted ... crying, 
valiantly, in its rescue.

And it comes to me suddenly, 
gloriously, that all that we have 
of wisdom and beauty has been 
won because someone “went to 
hell after it.”

Made Hearts 


Trump Suit 


By Ely Culbertson 


HERE are many factors which 
should influence the choice of 
a final contract, some of them 
so subtle that they may be 
“spotted” only by a highly experi- 
enced player. Consider the fol- 
lowing hand: , 
North, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 


East South West 
Pass 2hearts 3 dia’ds 
3 hearts Pass 4hts. Pass 

Pass Pass 

As may be seen, South has some- 
thing of a problem when, having 
bid and been raised in hearts, he 
must then develop the bidding 
further. On the second round I 
fear that too many players would 
choose to show the spade support. 
In fact, from a superficial] view- 
point, if South bids three spades 
over North’s three hearts, he is 
proceeding quite normally. Yet, 
in this particular hand, and in 
countless hands of a similar na- 
ture, this belated raise on South’s 
part probably would be fatal. 
North certainly could not be criti- 
cised for bidding four spades 
rather than four hearts, but al- 
though exactly the same tricks are 
“off the hand” at hearts and at 
spades, a four-heart contract has 
a good chance for success while 
a four-spade contract is inevitably 
doomed. 

The difference lies in the fact 
that at spades South must expose 
his hand as dummy and thereby 
reveal his singleton diamond! Play- 
ing against spades, East opens a 
low diamond to partner’s bid. West, 
not being blind, can see dummy’s 
singleton and thereupon a shift 
to clubs becomes not only simple, 
but mandatory. This shift will be 
fatal. East controls the spade suit 
with hig queen, and the defenders 
will take two clubs, one diamond, 
and a spade, come what may. 

At hearts, it is a vastly different 
matter. West opens his diamond 
king but then, despite his partner's 
low follow suit cards, can hardly 
be so clairvoyant as to shift to 
clubs, particularly in view of his 
own A-J holding, the king staring 
at him in dummy, and his ig- 
norance as to the queen’s where- 
abouts. Obviously, the normal dia- 
mond continuation by West gives 
South his four-heart contract, 
since he maintains club control 
while establishing North’s spade 
suit. 

The basis, then, for South's 
choice to continue bidding hearts 
rather than to support the spades 
en route, is his singleton diamond 
which, if he realizes what is best 
for him, he must keep concealed 
from the enemy.
